MONT PELEE ERUPTION 


Noted Geologist Discusses the 


St. Pierre Disaster. 


SEOOHD UPHEAVAL PBEDIOTED. 


Profeuor Anton P. Brown of Univer- 


sity of Pennsylvania Beliere* An- 
other Eruutloa Will Soom Follow 
tke Pint—Caiue of Outbreak and 
Formation of Martinique Island. 
Professor Amos P. Brown, head of 


the geological department of the Uni- 
versity of Pein«y)vnn'a, be'ie<-ps tbr.t 
a second eruption of Mout Pelee may 
be looked for very soon. He said the 
other day to a Philadelphia corre- 
spondent of the New York Times: 


"Mont Pefesis.quijte certain to repeat 


tbe performances of other 'great volca- 
noes which have broken forth into vast 
eruptions. 
The first manifestation, 


while usually the principal one in de- 
gree of intensity, is nearly always fol 
lowed by a succession of explosion's 
and eruptions, which grow less and 
less active and finally disappear alto- 
gether, when the volcano is said to be 
quiescent A second upheaval of Pe- 
lee should come shortly. Meantime it 
will be exceedingly difficult to work 
anywhere near the scene of destruc- 
tion. The layers of hot rock which 
were rained upon St. Pierre may not 
cool for three or five months, and the 
lava deposit may take years to cool 
For the present it would be extremely 
difficult to conduct any scientific in- 
vestigations and hardly worth while. 
The general conditions we may guess 
at 
Reports are so meager that little 


exact knowledge of the geological facts 
can be obtained. 


"St Pierre was not destroyed by an 


eruption from the summit of Pelee. It 
will be found, J think, that one side 
of the mountain near the town was 
blown out and from this were hurled 
the molten rock, lava and redhot 
steam. 


"The Island was formed by previous 


eruptions from Pelee, so long cooled 
that herbage and trees had grown upon 
the sides of the old tyrant The dis- 
tance from the volcano to the sea is 
three miles and to the town is five 
miles. 
Several hills and'ravines lie 


between the town and the mountain, 
which, had the explosion occurred in 
the cone, would* have partly saved the 
former. 
The vast fields of hot lava 


which were boiling in the base of Pe 
lee for years were acted upon by an in- 
let of water. This no doubt came 
through a crevice from the sea. The 
French Cable company reported nearly 
& fortnight ago that the sea floor at 
Martinique had dropped over 1,000 feet. 
A break in the earth's crust must have 
resulted. Through this the "sea waves 
passed. Coming in contact with the 
lava bed, an immense amount of steam 
was generated.-"''"••" 
• ~~ 


"Soon It became heated to an inten- 


sity of five or six tons' pressure to the 
square Inch. It is almost impossible 
to conceive its latent force. The area 
which confined it could not hold the 
increasing volume. It sought an out- 
let 
The cap over the summit of the 


crater proved too strong. It attacked 
the weakest side, which was adjacent 
to the town. This side of the moun-

New Car Charge System.

All the voting will 


I., to the New York World, describing 


disaster at St. Pierre as he saw it 


from the. deck of the steamer Korona. 
Mr. Lough is a member of the firm of

a wealthy resident of Staten Island 
and went' to the West Indies on busi- 
ness. 


"I saw St. Pierre burning last Fri- 


day [May 9] from the deck of the 
steamer Korono. A dense pall of smoke 
covered the city, but when this inky 
cloud was raised by the wind it re- 
vealed a desolation inconceivable to 
one wbo had not witnessed it. The 
steamer Roraiina in the foreground 
was blazing furiously. Nearer shore 
were numerous vessels burned to the 
water's edge, some floating with their 
keels up. In the background _ what 
once was the city showed only bare 
walls. There were uo roofs, no glass, 
no blinds in the windows, no signs of 
life aud no landmarks. 


"The wharf which that morning bad 


been so busy with life, the lighthouse, 
tue trees and everything perishable 
had been wiped out. 
From end to 


end of the city only the black stained, 
gaunt, fire swept walls remained. 
Above tbis ruined and desolate city 
the 
mountain belched 
Aohmies of 


black, sulphurous smoke dowu its 
sides. Streams of lava flowed into the 
sea with a hissing noise, bending up 
clouds of steam as they reached the 
water. 


"The sides of the mountain and the 


environs of St Pierre, which only a 
few hours before bad been covered 
with a luxuriant growth of tropical 
foliage, showed not a vestige of ver- 
dure. 
Everything was burned and 


scorched out of existence. The coun- 
tryside was covered with grayish white 
ashes and lava. As near as could be 
estimated, over fifty square miles of 
the island are now In tbis condition. 


"Of the 40.000 persons in St Pierre 


and its suburbs I know of only one 
who escaped, and he was a prisoner in 
a dungeon of the jail. There may have 
been others in some of tbe.suburbs «nd

Captain Muggah, he said, 
was frightfully burned and jumped 
overboard, but a negro laborer sprang 
after him and bravely went to his res- 
cue. The negro caught the captain 
and swam with him to a floating batch 
cover, upon which be dragged him. 
There on that hatch cover, with the 
sea boiling all around him and the fiery 
rain falling on every side. Captain 
Muggah died. 


"The fall of fire, the purser told me, 


lasted only about five minutes, but be 
said for several hours stones and ashes 
and cinders fell. The refugees arriving 
at Dominica are from points distant 
from St. Pierre and can give little news 
concerning the city. 
Many of those 


who were lost were attempting to es- 
cape from the fsland in little boats."
